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BULL AT 


Farm Manager Killed 


While in Course 


of Duties 


Griffith Appointed

Rudolph Hessenauer, farm 


manager of the Masonic home 
for children, located one and 
one-half miles east of Covina, 
met a tragic end on Saturday 
afternoon by being gored to 
death by an infuriated bull. 


No one witnessed the accident, but 


it is believed that Hessenauer, in 
connection with his duties incidental 
to the care of the dairy herd be- 
longing to the home, shortly before 
five o'clock entered the enclosure 
where the bull was kept. Some fif- 
teen minutes later, Jack McKinnon, 
one of the boys of the home, passed 
by the corral and found the man 
lying unconscious on the ground, 
having been, gored and trampled by 
the bull. Help was immediately 
summoned and as soon as Superin- 
tendent J. M. Downen arrived, Dr. 
G. E. Norwood was called, but the 
injured man died without regaining 
consciousness. Examination revealed 
that the chest and side of the victim 
had been crushed in by blows from 
the bull. Hessenauer had personally 
cared for and tended the animal 
since it was a yearling calf. 


The young man's tragic and un- 


timely death has cast a gloom over 
the home, where he was highly re- 
garded and esteemed by boys and 
officers alike. 


Beneath the quiet and unassuming 


manner, he had a genuine kindli- 
ness of demeanor and a personality

Daniel S.. Sorey, justice of 


the peace of the enlarged El 
Monte township which annex- 
ed Covina and Rowland town- 
ships last January 7, cannot de- 
mand a salary of $350 a month 
Erom the county, the county 
counsel's office ruled this week 
in an opinion filed with the 
board of supervisors. 


The opinion was filed in answer 


to Sorey's petition filed with the 
supervisors recently thru Attorney 
J. W. Falkner of El Monte. The 
supervisors "received and filed" the 
county counsel's opinion, written by 
Deputy Fred M. Cross, and instruct- 
ed the clerk to notify Sorey that his 
request could not be granted. 


Sorey's contention was that the 


state legislature provided in section 
llOa of the code of civil procedure 
that "every justice of the peace in 
townships of more than 30,000 popu- 
lation shall receive $350 a month," 
and that "population of the town- 
ship shall be determined by the 
board of supervisors." The statute 
provides that the population is com- 
puted by multiplying the number 
of registered voters in the township 
by three and one -half, or by taking 
the last federal census figure, which- 
ever figure is the larger. 


The county counsel's office decided

1903, 
at Pforzheim, Germany. He 


was educated in the agricultural 
school of the state of Baden. He 
served his apprenticeship in the park 
department of the city of Pforzheim, 
specializing in horticulture, floricul- 
ture . and 
landscape 
architecture. 


After finishing his training he was 
employed for several years as work- 
er and as foreman on German farm 
estates. 
Bearing high recommendations, he 


emigrated to America in 1927, tak- 
ing ship direct to California. On 
board ship he became acquainted 
with Ben F. Thorpe of Covina. Mr. 
Thorpe perceived his worth and 
urged him to come to Covina, prom- 
ising to help him obtain employ- 
ment. Soon, after arriving he was 
employed by Mrs. E. J. Benedict 
upon her estate south of town, re- 
maining in that employment for 
four years. In November, 1931, he 
was employed as farm manager for 
the Masonic home, which position 
he had continued to fill until the 
present time. 
Mr. Hessenauer had no relatives 


in this country. In Germany he had 
a widowed mother and two sisters, 
one of whom had spent some time 
with him since he came to Covina, 
but afterward returned to Germany. 
His mothpr and sister were partially 
dependent upon him for support. 


Funeral services were held at the 


Christiansen & Moore funeral par- 
lors Wednesday afternoon, with many 
friends in attendance. Rev. Harry 
G. Earle of the Methodist church 
was in charge of the service and 
Malcolm J. McCarthy read the Ma- 
sonic ritual.

supreme court's ruling in the action 
brought against Registrar of Voters 
W. M. Kerr, entitled "Shea versus 
Kerr," in an attempt to keep Sorey's 
name off the ballot. 


"The supreme court rejected the 


contention that the El Monte town- 
ship had more than 30,000 popula- 
tion and that therefore Sorey was 
not qualified because he was not 
authorized to practice law," the op- 
inion stated. The supreme court 
held that the El Monte township, 
notwithstanding that it may have 
more than 30,000 population, is not 
under the law a class A township. 


"Further, we do not think that the 


salary ordinance provides or purports 
to authorize an increase in salary to 
that of a class A township when the 
township cannot legally be raised to 
that class under the test presented 
by code of civil procedure," the op- 
inion stated in conclusion.

tural inspector, states that it is the 
belief of Dr. Fawcett, of the River- 
side experimental station, that the 
;rouble is caused by the presence of 
anthracnose, or wither tip. Dr. Faw- 
cett in his book, "Citrus Diseases 
and Their Control," states that the 
malady is favored by heavy dews, 
x>gs, and long periods of rain and 
probably by the maturity of the 
fruit. All of these conditions have 
prevailed during the present season. 


"With all of the moisture we have 


had this winter," states Mr. Hutchi-

Chinese Bandits 


Seize Children of 


Mission Worker 


The family of Arnolis Hayman, 


missionary in China and brother of 
the Rev. V. C. Hayman, pastor of 
the Covina Baptist church, has just 
gone thru another harrowing ex- 
perience. The four children of the 
mission worker, who is still being 
held for ransom by Chinese bandits, 
were on the steamer 
Tungchow 


when it was seized by pirates last 
week as it proceeded toward Chefoo 
with 
seventy-five 
American 
and 


British school children aboard. 


Boarded by the pirates just out- 


side Woosung Tuesday, the Tung- 
chow had been in the brigands' con- 
trol nearly four days. One member 
of the crew was shot and wounded, 
and one Hussion guard killed when 
the attackers came aboard the boat. 


None of the children, who were 


returning to a mission school at 
Chefoo, on the Shantung peninsula, 
after a holiday in Hongkong and 
Shanghai, was harmed. 


J. N. Duncan, China inland mis- 


sion schoolmaster in charge of the 
children, gave a vivid description of 
the pirate attack and capture of the 
Tungchow. 


"The 
pirates were disguised as 


Chinese sailors," he said. "Their at- 
tack was a surprise one, just outside 
Woosung. 


"I heard a scuffle, and rushed to 


the deck just in time to see Thim- 
oroff, one of our armed guards, 
knocked to the planking by the first 
rush of the pirates. They shot and 
killed him.

MacDonald 


dashed out of his cabin forward. He 
was felled by a shot. 


"Seeing that we were outnumber- 


ed, and that resistance would be 
suicide, the crew and passengers 
surrendered to the pirates. The chil- 
dren were well treated.

The four children of Mr. Hayman, 


and Phyllis Bannan, whose parents 
are Canadian missionary workers of 
the same organization, said they had 
been thru more trying days than 
those aboard the Tungchow. 


No word has been received by the 


Rev. V. C. Hayman as to the fate of 
his brother, who has now been in 
the hands of Chinese Reds for more 
than four months. The last reports 
were that he had been seen by Chi- 
nese travelers, bound hand and foot 
in one of the inland camps of the 
captives. He and a fellow missionary 
are being held for $700,000 ransom, 
but this amount will not be paid 
because of an agreement of the 
mis- 


sionaries in China that no ransom 
money will be paid in case of cap- 
ture, as one ransom payment would 
mean that others would immediately 
be seized and held for hostage. On 
account of the unsettled condition in 
China, American and English auth- 
orities are unable to make negotia- 
tions and are powerless to make any 
headway toward their release.

COVINA TRAVELER IN AFRICA 


FINDS NIGERIA COUNTRY OF 


RAINFALL AND ABUNDANCE 


Following is a continuation of ar- 


ticles contributed to the Argus by 
Leland S. Brubaker, pastor of the 
local Church of the Brethren, who 
has been commissioned by the na- 
tional organization of his church to 
make a trip to Africa and Asia in 
the interests of missionary work; 


During a short stay in an entirely 


new and strange country, and among 
primitive and backward people, one 
is liable to Ret impressions that 
may not be altogether right. First 
impressions, however, crowd in upon 
one, 
and whether true or only par- 


tially true, they remain nevertheless 
fixed in the mind. Therefore some 
of the impressions that follow repre- 
sent the things I saw and experienc- 
ed while spending two months in 
the interior of Nigeria, Africa. 


For the most part the land seemed 


to be very fertile. It was not an 
uncommon sight to see corn 15 to 20 
feet high. With plenty of rainfall 
and very little care it seems to do 
very well. Great yams are abundant 
in some places. The missionaries 
have found that with a little care 
tomatoes, carrots, beans and sweet 
corn produce prolifically. In some of 
their gardens where water could be 
supplied 
during the dry season, 


pineapples, 
bananas, 
paw-paws, 


mangoes, guavas, limes and oranges 
were all making their contribution 
to the table. This seemed evident 
that wherever the land received any 
treatment at all it. responded in a 
wonderful way. And every place 
where the land is not under cultiva- 
tion it is thickly covered with the 
tall, rank African grass. 


NO LUNA SHORTAGE 


The Nigerian farmer is not wor- 


ried about any land shortage, for 
there are still great sections of land 
that are covered with nothing but 
the African Bush and grass. Neither 
does he need to worry about buying 
land, for if he needs some more all 
he needs to do is to clear it and 
do his planting. It is his then as 
long as he cares to use it. No man 
can take another's property, but he 
may take all he can use of the land 
that has not as yet. been used. Prior- 
ity has a claim here that is binding. 


The people live in little grass huts 


grouped in villages ranging from a 
few compounds to many. Generally 
the village is small, with but a few 
compounds in it. In the early times 
there used to be a great many tribal 
wars and for protection they group- 
ed themselves together. The British 
government, however, has stopped 
all tribal wars and since that time 
the people are pushing out and are 
establishing smaller villages in the 
Bush. Each village, no matter how 
small, elects one of its number as 
the r>Wpr nr the head-man _ of _the 


one can see side by side the great 
change that the gospel of Christ 
makes in their lives, it does indeed 
oecome a great testimony to the 
Dower of the word. The pity of it all 
is that the workers are all too few 
and there are whole villages that 
have never yet been entered. 


Some day when this great people 


;hall have become fully acquainted 
with their own possibilities, the 
world will have to reckon with them. 
They have abundant land, all kinds 
of rich mineral deposits, a climate 
'hat equals many parts of southern 
California, and a great race of peo- 
ple. 
May we all along the way help 


them to avoid some of the tragedies 
3f our own civilization and to so 
build as to some day make a great 
contribution to the world at large.

[lafeTTIe then represents 'his vil- 


lage in any official capacity that is 
necessary. A district head is elected 
who has charge over a number of 
villages. There is a district head liv- 
ing at a place called Sagwa, just 
five miles from one of our mission 
stations. He has charge of 40,000 
Bura people, has eleven wives, and 
receives a good salary for his work. 
With all this I imagine he is pretty 
busy, don't you think? He is a very 
nice fellow though, and is friendly 
towards our mission work. We visit- 
ed him one day and he was a very 
gracious host. About a week later 
he returned our visit, coming to see 
us dressed in his official robes and 
riiliiig a beautiful black and white 
horse. 


MAN SUPREME 


The Bura home is built around the 


man. The women do practically all 
of the farming, the wood gathering, 
and the cooking. The girl when she 
is married seeks out a plot of ground 
for her farm. She clears it and 
plants her crops. From the produce 
she feeds herself and her children, 
and if there is more than one wife, 
and there usually is, she takes her 
turn cooking for the man of the 
house. The produce not used for 
living, of course, belongs to the hus- 
band. The more wives a man can 
buy the more land he can cultivate, 
the more grain he can sell, and the 
more wives he can buy, etc. 


I visited one compound where the 


man had eight living wives, all bear- 
ing 
him 
children 
and bringing 


wealth into the family. The man's 
hut is the principal hut of the com- 
pound. Each wife has her own hut 
and lives there with her children 
in the same compound. The sheep 
and the goats and the donkeys or 
horses are in the same compound, 
many times in the same hut with 
the husband. This is because of the 
clanger of leopards, which have been 
known to go -right into the hut for 
a chicken, goat or sheep. The Bura 
wife must get her own supply of 
wood for cooking and for heat in 
the cold weather. Certain parts of 
hut construction is known as work 
belonging to the women. These wo- 
men, with all this work to do, to- 
gether with caring for their many 
children, have a very difficult life. 


These people are for the most part 


very friendly to the white man or to 
visitors. They love to laugh and 
sing and dance. Much time is spent 
sitting around the fire in the cool of 
the evening telling their folk-lore 
stories. They are always willing to 
help in time of need. When visiting 
their homes they will many times 
present you with gifts which you 
know have been given out of their 
want, but you dare not refuse their 
offers. They are sociable, hospitable 
and honest, and have an optimism 
which carries them over many a 
hard place. You cannot help but 
like a people like this, and person- 
ally I enjoyed meeting with them in 
their villages more than anything 
else in our stay in their country. 


MISSION WORK 


Mission work has found a ready 


response among these people. Sus- 
picion of the white man has grad- 
ually changed into trust, until they 
are now anxious to know more about 
liis work and his religion. And when

City Electrician 


Says Appliances 


Should Be Best 


A. G. Gilbert, city electrical in- 


spector, is again calling the attention 
of electrical equipment users to one 
of the greatest fire hazards, the wide- 
spread use of poorly-made portable 
lamps, many of which are foreign 
importations. The National Fire Un- 
derwriters' bureau, of which Gilbert 
is a member, is working on legisla- 
tion making it mandatory on all 
lamp manufacturers to label their 
products so that the purchaser may 
know what he is buying. 


"For a number of years," Gilbert 


told an Argus reporter this week, 
"the bureau has been carrying on an 
educational campaign to get manu- 
facturers and dealers to sell only 
approved labeled materials, especial- 
ly electrical cord. As a result, safe 
electrical cords are now labeled with 
a bracelet label every five feet so 
that the purchaser can distinguish 
them from the unapproved, danger- 
ous types. These labels come in 
three colors—yellow for plain lamps 
and extension cords; red for heating 
appliances; and gold for extremely 
flexible heater cord. All labels are 
marked "Underwriters' Laboratories 
Insp. Cord." 


The use of these cords in place of 


the old, poorly-made cords has al- 
ready greatly reduced fire hazards 
and the electrical bureau urges all 
people to insist on being supplied 
with these approved cords at all 
times."
